Specification

2. Claims 1-10 are objected to because of the following informalities: claim 
1, the term "operable to" should be replaced by "configured", in each occurrence. 
The same comment applies equally claims 2-10, reciting similar limitations- 
Appropriate correction is required. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this 
Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 
122(b), by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or 
(2) a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before 
the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under 
the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an 
application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21 (2) of such treaty in the English language. 



4. Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Deiss et al. (US Publication Number 2003/0005434 Al). 
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Regarding claim 1 , Deiss et al. disclose a broadcaster for transmitting 
entitlement control information which teaches all the claimed subject matter in 
claim 1 as follows. Deiss et al. teach a conditional access payload header in 
paragraph 0005. Further, Deiss et al. teach conditioning respective receivers to 
receive the conditional access payload in paragraph 0036. Further, Deiss et al. 
teach a subscriber specific conditional four byte format, a group specific three 
byte format, and a further level of grouping having a two byte format, note 
paragraphs 0036-0040. Deiss et al. do not explicitly teach "group destination 
information", "group specifying information", or "in-group identification 
information", however, the functionality of the payload formats is the same. 

Regarding claim 2, Deiss et al. further teach the claimed subject matter in 
paragraphs 0032-0034. 

Regarding claim 3, see claim 1 above. Further, Deiss et al. teach a 
transmitter for structuring data in a first, second, or third payload format, note 
paragraph 0035. 

Regarding claim 4, Deiss et al. further teach the claimed subject matter in 
paragraph 0035. 

Regarding claim 5, Deiss et al. further teach the claimed subject matter in 
paragraph 0036. 

Regarding claim 6, Deiss et al. further teach the claimed subject matter in 
paragraph 0037. 

Regarding claim 7, Deiss et al. further teach the claimed subject matter in 
paragraph 0036. 
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Regarding claim 8, see claim 1 . Further, Deiss et al. teach conditional 
access codes are stored in 16 registers for comparing in a byte matching circuit, 
note paragraph 0032-0034. 

Regarding claim 9, see claim 1 . 

Regarding claim 10, see claim 6.
